MOSCOW (UPI) — Syrian 
President Hafez Assad

arrived on a state visit marking 
the return of the Soviet Union to 
an active role in Middle EAst 
diplomacy. 
The official Soviet news 
agency Tass said Assad was 
greeted at planeside by Soviet 
C om m unist 
p arty 
G eneral 
S ecretary Leonid B rezhnev, 
P resid en t N ikolai Podgorny 
and Foreign Minister Andric 
Gromyko. 
Western diplomats said the 
Assad visit was part of the 
Soviet U nion’s program of 
touching

w ith 
Arab 
leaders before next month’s 
A m erican-Soviet m eeting in 
Geneva, which is expected to 
discuss M iddle E a st peace 
efforts. 
Assad’s trip, two weeks after 
E gyptian P resid en t Anwar 
Sadat’s Washington talks with 
President Carter and a month 
before Assad meets C arter in 
Europe, is aimed at gaining

the Middle East,

B elgians put asid e their 
linguistic dispute between the 
F rench-and D utch-speaking 
communities to concentrate on 
economic issues in Sunday’s 
voting. 
T indem ans, who recently 
imposed an austerity package 
of increased taxes on cigaret­ 
tes, liquor, gasoline and restau­ 
rant bills, solidified his support 
in both communities, as well as 
in bilingual Brussels. 
Unofficial tallies gave Tin­ 
dem ans’ Social-Christians 79 
seats in the 212-member cham ­ 
ber of deputies, seven more 
than when King Baudouin 
dissolved parliam ent March 9 
at the prem ier’s request. 
Official voting results were 
not expected for several days. 
The main question now was 
who would join the Social- 
Christians in a new coalition 
government. 
The Social-Christians should 
be able to achieve an absolute 
majority with the help of the 
Liberals, a previous coalition 
partner, whose share of seats 
remained unchanged at 33, 
according to the unofficial 
counts. 
But the 55-year-old T in­

The Lobby Giants

TOLEDO, Ohio - (NEA) - 
Early this century an American 
named Perdicaris 
was kid­ 
naped in Morocco by a bandit 
named Rausuli. The incident 
angered 
A m ericans 
and 
prompted Theodore Roosevelt 
to demand that he wanted 
“Perdicaris alive or Raisuli 
dead!” Perdicaris was quickly 
retrieved and brought home to 
his grateful family. 


T hat’s the way it was in 


America. And Donna Niehous, 
for one, wishes it were the same 
today. Her husband, William 
Niehous, was taken hostage last 
y ear 
in 
V enezuela, 
his 
whereabouts is still unknown, 
yet there is no anger in the 
United States, 
there 
is 
no 
presidential action, and Mrs. 
Niehous feels her husband is 
becoming a forgotten man. 
At least, she says, he is 
forgotten by the Jimm y Carter 
White House. She has written 
the president twice, asking for 


“help in any way, shape or 
form.” There was no response 
at all to one of her notes. As for 
the other, it was answered by a 
cruel and erroneous form letter 
which began: “Thank you for 
your kind invitation.” 
At that, Mrs. Niehous is not 
surprised at the adm inistra­ 
tion’s ignorance. Times are 
long past when the kidnapping 
of a citizen would stir the 
nation. Hence though Bill 
Niehous has 
now 
been 
a 
terrorist captive longer than 


any American in modem times 
(14 months), his story remains 
largely unknown to millions of 
his countrymen and women. 
To recapsulize it, the story 
began on Feb. 27, 1976. Niehous, 
director of an Owens-Illinois 
glass factory in Caracas, was 
watching television in his home 
in a fashionable area of that 
city. There was a knock on the 
door, and gunmen broke in. 
Niehous was seized, drugged 
and taken to a car that quickly 
carried him into the unknown. 


If the amount of money spent by special in­ 
terest groups on twisting congressional arm s is 
an indication of “who runs America,” then it’s 
not big business. It isn’t even big labor. It’s the 
friendly people who deliver your daily mail. 
By law, registered lobbyists are required to 
file quarterly reports of their spending with the 
clerk of the House of Representatives and the 
secretary of the Senate. According to the latest 
such report, the American Postal Workers Union 
led the list by a wide margin with $12 million. 
This translates into more than $48 for each of 
the union’s 249,000 members. 
Third in line was the 151,000-member National 
Association of Letter Carriers with $4.7 million, 
or a little over $31 per head. 
The $12.7 million spent by these two unions 
accounted for more than two-thirds of the $17.7 
million spent by all unions combined. 
Why the postal unions should be the country’s 
leading lobbyists is a bit puzzling. The Post 
Office was supposedly taken out of congressional 
politics when it was reorganized several years 
ago into the public-private Postal Service, to be 
run by nn independent Postal Commission. But 


presumably they’re getting something for their 
money, even if the folks who buy stamps don’t 
always. 
It is also of interest to note that the second 
biggest 
lobby 
w as 
the 
public-interest 
organization, Common Cause (one of whose 
causes is reform erf the lobbying laws), which 
rang in with $5.8 million. Fifth largest was a 
group whose members truly do run America, the 
National Federation of Federal Employes, with 
$16 million. 


The only industry group to make the Big Five 
who spent more than $1 million was the National 
Coal Association, which at $1.7 million was No. 4. 
In term s of single issues, abortion and gun 
control are the subjects of the most intensive 
lobbying efforts. The National Committee for the 
Human Life Amendment spent more than 
$900,000 
and 
20 
pro- 
or 
antigun 
control 
organizations spent a combined total of $1.5 
million.

More and more states are passing or thinking 
about passing laws banning the use of anti-radar 
devices by motorists.

Instead of 
trying to get the devices outlawed, the police 
should be encouraging truckers and all other 
speeders to buy them. 


Then the police could simply station radar at 
frequent intervals along the highway and 
speeders would be slowing down constantly. 
Since the objective is less speeding and not more 
tickets, radar stations wouldn’t have to be 
manned at all times, thus freeing the highway 
patrol for other duties.

Killing The Private Schools 


Inside Labor

MEMPHIS, TENN. — For 
roughly 35,000 pupils — most of 
them white, but with a fair 
sprinkling of blacks — the 
school year in Memphis will 
end on a note of apprehension. 
The students and their parents 
a re w ondering how 
much 
longer their schools will stay 
alive. 
In view of the law’s delays 
and the probability of political 
action, 
it’s 
likely 
that 
the 
schools will be around for quite 
some time to come. Never­ 
theless, their perilous situation 
is real — for these are private 
schools, mostly white, in a 
d eseg regated 
city. 
And 
powerful forces are seeking to 
crush the life out of them 
A suit is slowly maturing in 
Washington, D.C., brought by a 
number of black parents in the 
form of a class action. Inez 
W right 
of 
M em phis, 
in­ 
dividually and in behalf of her 
four chilren, leads the list of 
plaintiffs. Their purpose is to 
nullify the federal tax exem p­ 
tion granted to private schools 
in cities that have desegregated 
their public school systems 
under court order or govern­ 
ment regulation. 


The suit goes farther than 
any previous class action. The 
plaintiffs estim ate that 3,500 
private schools, serving 750,000 
children, now maintain vir­ 
tually lily-white enrollment in 
som e 3,000 affected school 
districts The plaintiffs come 
not only from Memphis but also 
from communities as far apart 
as Natchitoches Parish, La., 
and Boston, Mass. The suit 
attacks private academies in 
Montgomery, Ala , Cairo, 111., 


Prince Edward County, Va., 
and Orangeburg, S.C. By ex­ 
tension, the sought-after relief 
would affect private schools in 
Los 
A ngeles, 
D etroit, 
Kalamazoo and hundreds of 
other school districts outside 
the South. 
The plaintiffs’ reasoning is 
clear and their 
purpose 
is 
unmistakable. They start with 
the premise that the only kind 
of education deserving tax 
support is racially integrated 
education. Certification as a 
tax-exempt institution, in their 
view, is a form of tax support. 
The defendant academ ies have 
only 
“insubstantial 
or 
non­ 
existent minority enrollment.” 
They are therefore not entitled 
to tax-exem pt statu s. The 
schools’ 
certificates 
of 
exemption must be canceled; 
and if this effectively kills the 
schools, the plaintiffs couldn’t 
care less. 
Here in Memphis, the loss of 
tax exemption would gravely 
affect three large private 
schools. These include Harding 
Academy, with an enrollment 
of 2.900; the B riarcrest Baptist 
Schools, with a 
com bined 
enrollment of 3,500; and the 
Southern B aptist School of 
Whitehaven, with some 1,200 
students. 
Ten sm aller in­ 
stitutions might also be com­ 
pelled to close. 
The suit involves delicate 
questions of church and state. 
H arding 
A cadem y, 
for 
example, is a subsidiary of 
Harding College 
in Searcy, 
Ark., which is more or less 
under the wing of the Churches 
of Christ. In Orangeburg, S.C., 
the 
Bowm an 
A cadem y 
is 
loosely affiliated w ith the 
Southern Methodist Church. In 


Montgomery, the St. Jam es 
P arish School continues to 
receive contributions through 
the 
St. 
Ja m e s 
M ethodist 
Church. 


The suit also raises grave 
questions of public policy. No 
one questions 
that, 
in 
the 
language of the Tax Code, the 
schools exist exclusively for 
‘‘religious, 
lite ra ry , 
or 
educational purposes.” Is it 
wise for the federal govern­ 
ment to decree one kind of 
education only — heavily in­ 
tegrated education —■ as the 
sole 
approved 
kind 
of 
education'’ 
Here In Memphis, 
school 
adm inistrators insist they have 
done 
everything 
the 
law 
requires. They proclaim a nort- 
discrim in ato ry 
adm issions 
policy, but they get few black 
applicants. One reason may lie 
in the tuition fees, which range 
at Harding Academy from $430 
at the kindergarten level to $935 
in senior 
high school. 
The 
B riarcrest Baptist fee schedule 
is even higher. Black children 
may also shun 
the private 
schools for wholly 
personal 
reasons: They don’t want to be 
fish out of water. 
P riv a te school spokesm en 
make this point also. If local 
private schools were forced out 
of existence, 35,000 pupils would 
be dumped on the Memphis 
public school system at an 
additional annual operating 
expense of $49 million. Con­ 
struction costs would come on 
top of that If that contingency 
w ere widely understood in 
d eseg reg ated 
cities, 
a p ­ 
prehension might be shared by 
all taxpayers, black and white 
alike.

pickets” or the outlaw stop­ 
pages a re stirre d by the 
m iners’ own inability to kick 
the habit, the cost is huge. Since 
1972 some six million man-days 
of digging have been lost 
because of wildcatting. Most of 
these walkouts were as sen­ 
seless as they 
e illegal — in 
defiance of tht 
/eak national 
union headquai.jrs now up for 
grabs, in defiance of expensive 
no-strike contracts, the higher 
costs of which are passed on to 
the consumers, ana in defiance 
of the federal courts. 


And 
as 
the 
m ysterious 
‘‘strn g e r pickets” grow in 
cadres and skill, the threat to 
the gloried “trillions of tons of 
coal as our fuel of the future” 
mammoth-izes, as one Jimm y 
C arter cabinet-level officer 
said recently. 
It’s all very easy to talk of 
substituting coal for oil and 
nuclear power. But, with the 
environmentalists balking at 
the strip mining of even low- 
sulphur w estern coal, the 
“stranger pickets” ever set to 
goad some 80,000 coaldiggers 
out of the pits for weeks and the 
cost of this fossil black fuel 
racing skyward, the bituminous 
stuff may be no cure for what 
ails the economic and energy 
alchemists. 
Because the costly wildcat 
walkouts wild-fired during 1972 
74, the coal operators, many of 
whom also bargain for the steel 
industry, agreed to pay a hefty 
price for industrial peace. This 
they did in the 1974 pact — the 
most expensive coal union 
contract ever signed in this free 
world. 
Instead of industrial 
peace, 
they got 
“industrial 
anarchy.” 
Naturally, as the price for 
labor 
productivity 
in 
the 
bituminous fields went up, so 
did the cost of everything from 
a toy train to a heavy tonnage 
truck. 
And, of course, your electric 
bills. 
For example, to keep the 
United Mine Workers’ m em ­ 
bers and retirees in solvent 


health, welfare and pension 
plans, the coal industry now 
pays over $720 million a year. 
This is $2.84 industry now pays 
over $720 million a year. This is 
$2.84 an hour per coal digger. 
Compare this with the $305 
million the truck operators pay 
annually into the big Chicago- 
based Team sters’ pension fund. 
Add 
perhaps 
another 
$75 
million paid yearly into the 
tru c k d riv e rs’ w elfare pool, 
covering some 350,000 drivers. 
The miners involved are half 
that number. Yet the cost is 
alm ost tw ice for the coal 
operators. 
Further, the labor cost per 
miner is $100-a-day. Yet none of 
this brought peace. Not from 
the coaldiggers, not from the 
hapless union and not from the 
"stra n g e r p ick ets” alw ays 
shouting for 
the 
“right 
to 
strike.” 
So the mine owners have told 
the union that there will be a 
confrontation. The corporations 
want peace and productivity for 
their money. So does the public. 
The wildcats must end. The 
“stranger pickets” must go. 
Union leaders now must stop 
waving the bloody shirt of the 
m urdered 
union 
rebel 
Yablonski. That ghastly saga is 
over. 


The

At first the nab was big news.

Venezuela and Owens-Illinois. 
Acceding to terrorist demands, 
the company 
published 
the 
k id n ap ers’ "m an ife sto ” in 
serv eral world new spapers. 
Venezuelan officials saia the 
m anifesto was insulting to 
them , and blam ed Owens- 
Illinois; afterw ards the glass 
factory 
was 
prom ptly 
nationalized. 
Then, 
last 
July, 
the 
V enezuelan governm ent an­ 
nounced that it had broken the 
case. A ransom drop had been 
arranged, and state police had 
moved in to arrest 16 people 
including two former deputies 
of the national congress. The 
government said the plot was 
all but over and that Bill 
Niehous would presumably be 
released forthwith. 
That didn’t happen, however. 
Instead of surrendering, the 
terrorists simply retreated to 
tighter security. Angered by 
the arrests, they also cut off 
communications from Niehous. 
Thus nothing has been heard 
from the hostage since last 
July, and the occasionally 
released statem ents from his 
capors have been repetitious 
and uninformative. 
So it is that the story faded. 
When Mrs. Niehous returned to 
the United States last summer, 
network television did not cover 
her press conference. When 
Owens-Illinois called reporters 
in recently to provide new 
details of the case, only one out- 
of-town 
new sm an 
(from 
Dayton) attended. Bill Niehous, 
father of three, has become old 
news. 
In some respects the lack of 
spotlight has been good for 
Donna Niehous. She says she 
does not enjoy being asked the 
same questions over and over. 
And 
too, 
the 
absence 
of 
publicity has made it possible 
for her to quietly resume some 
aspects of real life; for instance 
she has recently taken a part- 
time job in a Toledo jewelry 
store. 
On the other hand, Mrs. 
Niehous is convinced that a 
forgetful press, and uninformed 
E 
ublic, are not in her husband’s 
est interests. Like the wife of a 
POW she feels public reaction 
can be beneficial. She believes 
that if people are concerned, 
the U.S. government will be 
concerned, and perhaps prod 
Venezuela 
into a 
redoubled 
search. 
As it is, few in America seem 
concerned 
about 
W illiam 
Niehous Is he safe? Is he even 
alive? The terrorists who have 
held him for more than 400 
days, say only that he continues 
to be subjected to an ongoing 
“people’s trial.” No one is 
A m erica knows w hat they 
means, and there apparently 
a re n 't 
m any

clamoring to know.

Up 91 % In 10 Years For Males 
Teen-age Suicides Soar 


DALLAS

- 
T he 
problems of suburban life have 
caused an increasing r .u r r > ? r of 
teen-aged suicides, says the 
director of a suicide prevention 
agency. 
In 10 years the suicide ra te 
for m ales 15-24 has risen 91 per 
cent nationally. The sam e rate 
for fem ales has risen 50 per 
cent. And suicide is the No. 2 
cause of death for all persons in 
the 15-24 age range. 


"M any people don’t realize 
even a kid with a prom ising 
future has problem s, and needs 
help.” said Charles Vorkoper. 
‘‘It is im portant for people to 
know they are not alone. They 
need to know others suffer the 
sam e problem s. 
As clinical director of Suicide 
Prevention, Vorkoper heads a 
24-hour 
telephone 
counseling 
service for persons considering 
suicide — and m ore and more 


counseling is directed at teen­ 
agers. 
In workmg on the problem 
and how to correct it, Vorkoper 
found a direct link betw een the 
failures of suburban life and 
teen-age suicides. 
In D allas 
County alone, four teen-agers 
have killed them selves since 
F e b ru a ry — th re e 
in 
the 
suburbs — and V orkoper said 
as m any as 25-30 teen-agers 
m ay com m it suicide by the end 


of the year, twice as m any as in 
1974. 
Vorkoper blam es suburban 
loneliness as the chief cause of 
teen-age suicide. 
“T here a re not enough places 
for congregation in the suburbs, 
and young peop'e sim ply lose 
much of the support system ,” 
Vorkoper said. 
Another factor in teen-age 
suicides is the broken home. 
‘‘I think the isolation and 
loneliness of the family unit is a 
key in most suicides,” he said. 
"Too m any parents are placing 
the em phasis on perform ance 
rath er than self-value It’s what 
a person achieves, not what he 
or she is inside, that m atters. 


A ll that is catching up w ith our 
society.” 
It 
m ay 
be 
w o rse 
th an 
statistics show. A Collin County 
deputy sheriff says the num ber 
of teen-age suicides m ay be far 
higher than anyone knows. 
Deputy Royce Abbott said the 
num ber of teen-agers killed in 
autom obile accidents had in­ 
creased trem endously, m aking 
it the No. 1 cause of teen-age 
deaths. M any of those deaths, 
he sa id , 
m ay a c tu a lly 
be 
suicides. 
Vorkoper said in recognizing 
the suicidal youth there were 
m yths that had to be dispelled 
"One m yth is that a person 
who talks about suicide is only 


bluffing, 
but 
th at’s 
not 
the 
case,” he said. ‘‘That person is 
usually crying out for help

Of Letters Urged By Panel 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
congressional 
commission 
today proposed that President 
Carter and Congress consider 
moving the US. mail service 
into the electronic 
age 
by 
providing instant satellite and 
wire transmission of letters. 
The Commission on Postal 
Service said it found growing 
rival 
electronic 
com­ 
munications 
to 
“ portend 
disastrous conseauences for the 
Postal Service” unless the 
government agency gets a 
share of that business. 
The seven-member commis­ 
sion, created last year to 
consider possible solutions to 
growing financial problems of 
the nation’s mail service, also 
recommended increased con­ 
gressional appropriations and 
e lim in a t in g 
S a t u r d a y 
deliveries. 
The report followed six 
months of public hearings and a 
public telephone poll. 
The Postal Service is losing 
business mail revenue because 


the government and banks are 
transferring funds electronical­ 
ly. The service sees setting up 
its own electronic transmission 
of mail as a good way to make 
up the loss. 
The commission proposed 
that the government decide by 
April 1979 whether the Postal 
Service should enter the elec­ 
tronic communication field. 
The commission sa id doing so 
‘‘would most likely succeed in 
achieving the major economies 
of a scale necessary to support 
a system to manage both hard 
copy and electronic communi­ 
cations.” 
The commission also recom­ 
mended that Congress amend 
the current law which prohibits 
private companies from deliv­ 
ering first class mail.

mended that Congress abandon 
the idea that the Postal Service 
must be self-supporting. It said 
rates should be made ‘‘more 
sensitive to market conditions” 
rather than being assigned on a 
Use Hundreds Of Cars 
Concorde Foes Tie 
Up Kennedy Airport 


N EW YORK (U P I) - Foes of 
the Concorde supersonic tran­ 
sport defied a 
court order 
Sunday 
and 
used 
several 
hundred cars to stage a noisy 
but ineffective attempt to tie up' 
operations at Kennedy Airport. 
Estimates of the number of 
cars 
participating 
in 
the 
demonstration ranged from 500 
to 700 
far fewer than the 4,000 
autos 
protest 
organizers 
originally said they would 
muster. 
The demonstrators drove 
around a four-mile circuit in the 
passenger 
terminal 
area, 
honking their horns and carry­ 
ing placards with such slogans 
as ‘‘Stop the SST” and “ Save 
Our Children’s Hearing — Ban 
the SST .” 
The din could be heard for 
miles, but airline spokesmen 
said it had “ virtually no effect” 
on their operations. 
There were no arrests and no 
reports of cars being towed 
away. Police had said they 
would ticket and tow away any 
car whose driver tried to block 
traffic by faking a breakdown. 
The demonstration, called to 
press for a permanent ban on 
the Anglo-French aircraft at 
Kennedy, began at about 2:15 
p.m. and continued for a little 
less than 2Va hours. Sponsors, M 
who said they had “ made our 
point,” uttered fiery threats 
about future protests. 
State Supreme Court Justice 
Leonard Finz, 
at 
the Port 
Authority’s request, issued a 
court order last week forbid­ 


ding a demonstration by a 
group called “ Concorde Alert.” 
It was not known whether any 
members of that group par­ 
ticipated Sunday, but a number 
of similar organizations took 
part. 
“ We would have had more 
than 4,000 cars but the court 
order apparently 
deterred 
many of the people,” said 
Marcy Nacht, chairman of a 
civic association in Howard 
Beach, Queens, a community 
near the airport. 
“ But the 
number of cars doesn’t matter 
because we did our job and we 
made our point.” 
Nacht said widespread pub­ 
licity about the protesters’ 
plans turned the airport into a 
“ ghost town.” 
“ We can successfully close 
down this airport. The next 
time we come, we may come in 
on foot or we may come in by 
bicycle and we can come in 
here every week until we ac­ 
complish our purpose,” he said. 
The Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, which 
runs Kennedy, has temporarily 
barred Concorde flights there 
pending the results of noise 
studies conducted at other 
airports 
where 
the SST

landing. 
I Thy ¿ A has repeatedly put off 
a final decision on the matter 
and the issue will next come 
before a federal judge who has 
set an April 28 hearing on a suit

Yale Psychiatrist Says 
Violent Television Programs 
Produce Aggressive Children 


HARTFORD, Conn (U PI ) 
A Yale University psychiatrist 
says dozens of studies all come 
to 
the same conclusion 
— 
violent 
television 
shows 
produce aggressive children 
Dr. Robert Abramovitz said 
Sunday some 50 studies “ clear­ 
ly document" that television 
watching by children “ in­ 
creases their tendency to be 
aggressive, and to seek physi­ 
cal means of solving prob­ 
lems." 
He said it is a “ national 
scandal” that parents allow the 
situation to continue 
A bram ovitz. 
assistant 
professor 
in 
pediatrics 
and 
pyschiatry at the Yale Study 
Center, made his comments in 
an interview with the New 
Haven Register 
He said the average Ameri­ 
can child will have watched 
15,000 hours of television by the 
time he turns 18 and will have 
seen about 350,000 commercials 
and about 18,(MX) murders and 
other acts of violence 
One study compared the 
growth of 9-year-olds who 
watched violent programs and 
9-year-olds who watched less 
violent shows, he said 
By the age of 19, the heavy 
viewers of violence had become 
significantly more aggressive 
than those who watched other 
kinds of programs, Abramovitz 
said. 
“ All ot these studies have 
shown tliat there is a direct 
causal connection between this 
massive exposure to violence 
on 
tele\ ision and 
increased 
aggressive behavior in chil­ 
dren,” he said. 
Abramovitz said children 
born after television was in-

vented are much more prone to 
aggressive behavior than those 
who grew up without it He said 
television’s potential for in­ 
forming the nation’s youth “ has 
never been realized.” 
“ Iastead, they (the children) 
have been socialized to the 
worst 
kind of values, 
that 
physical force is the best way to 
solve a problem, that women 
are helpless and are only in­ 
terested in domestic activities, 
and 
that 
minority 
group 
members 
are 
always 
troublemakers,” he said. 
Abranjovitz also said televi­ 
sion teaches children that a 
person is only important if he or 
she has an abundance of 
material possessions

Esau had parked his bro­ 
ther’s car a block from the 
Suriani home and was sitting in 
the front seat with Miss Suriani 
when the sniper fired through 
the window on the driver’s side, 
Keenan said 
A police spokesman said a 
note “was found in the im­ 
mediate vicinity of the c a r.” It 
was the first time a note had 
been reported in connection 
with any of the killings, but the 
spokesman would not disclose 
its contents.

Treasury Department has sent 
a check for $10,688 to Salem as 
the city’s share of federal funds 
being 
distributed 
to 
high 
unemployment areas for the 
second quarter of 1977. 
Columbiana County is getting

provided by the D epartm ent’s 
Office ol Revenue Sharing. 
Unemployment in the area

The "countercyclical” funds 
are to be used to “sustain on­ 
going base 
government ser­ 
vices" and not to start new 
programs The money is aimed 
at helping local governments 
m eet 
their 
payrolls, 
thus 
preventing layoffs that would 
swell unemployment rosters. 
A total of $1.25 billion will 
eventually go to a re a s of 
“ excessive unem ploym ent” 
under a section of the Public 
Works Employment act passed 
last year over a veto of former 
President Ford. 
Checks totalling $312 million 
were mailed to 16,715 state and 
governments, 
covering 
ay m ents 
lor 
the 
second 
quarter ol 1977 Amounts of the 
ud de[>end on local unem­ 
ployment rates gathered from 
September through December 
1976. 
The anti recession program 
is scheduled to expire this 
S eptem ber, but the C arter 
Administration has proposed a 
five-year extension of the 
program, until September 1982 
The administration lias asked 
Congress to appropriate $2.5 
billion for each fiscal year of 
tht* extension, a 
substantial 
increase over the first pliase of 
the program. 
Under the current program, 
one additional paym ent is 
planned for July, but only $62.5 
million remains in the coun- 
tercyclical account. An Office 
el Revenue Sharing official said 
the balance in the “till" will be 
paid out. but the payments will 
1 
only a fraction of 
this 
quarter's aid. 
‘Exce-sive unemployment" 
is defined as any jobless rate 
above 4 r> per cent. Using data 
from tht* IJ s. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics the office of Revenue

The emerging conflict be­ 
tween Carter and Congress 
centers largely on proposals for 
price supports on wheat, corn, 
cotton and other major crops 
for four years beginning in 1978. 
C arter’s proposals would give 
farm ers less in some key areas

Cost Of Running General Assembly 
To Jump 25% Over Next 2 Years 


COLUMBUS (UPI) — The 
cost 
of 
running the Ohio 
General Assembly is expected 
to increase more than 25 per 
cent to $24.2 million over the 
next two years because of the 
increasing complexity of legis­ 
lation and the heavy reliance of 
state 
law m akers 
on 
staff 
support. 
The legislature has 
spent 
$19.2 million during the last two 
years. The requested spending 
limits in the 1978-79 budget call 
for spending $66,300 per day. 
“The legislation is m ore 
complex and we are dealing 
with difficult th in g s," said 
David A. Johnston, director of 
the Legislative Service Com­ 
mission (LSC), the research 
arm of the General Assembly 
which has requested a whop­ 
ping 56.4 per cent increase, to 
$5.2 million, in its 1978-79 
budget. 
Most ol the increase, said 
Johnston, is for 18 new staff 
specialists to deal with the 
thorny questions ol “sunset” 
legislation, “ living w ills,” 
public 
school 
financing, 


juvenile ju stice and other 
complex matters. 
“ Some of the legislators 
themselves used to be excellent 
legislative technicians,” said 
Johnston. 
“Now, 
more 
and 
more they depend on staff to do 
that. 
“And more and more some­ 
how 
they 
think 
you 
can 
originally draft a bill that is 
technically perfect That’s tine 
and dandy when you’re chang­ 
ing 5 per cent to 6 per cent, but 
if you are 
trying to draft 
something like a ‘sunset’ law, 
you’ve got a super problem," 
he said 
The number of legislative 
staffs has jumped by leaps and 
bounds in the last few years, 
even though the number of 
legislators has remained at 132. 
The legislature w ants to 
assume more authority over 
state government One propo­ 
sal, passed by the House and 
pending before 
the 
Senate, 
would give the legislature veto 
power over the thousands of 
state agency rules written each 
vear. 


Aside from the daily task of 
drafting and analyzing bills 
(218 Senate bills and 548 House 
liave already been introduced 
this 
session), 
Johnston 
has 
requested funds for an “on 
going program whereby we 
help (legislative) committees 
evaluate laws that they have 
passed and programs that have 
gone on 
"Does a program 
when the 
legislature authorizes it — does 
it work? Does it achieve its 
objectives 
in itially ?” said 
Johnston. 
Analysis of the state budget, 
pegged at $14.5 billion by Gov. 
Jam es Rhodes through June 30, 
1979, presents a different type 
Of problem for the legislative 
staff. 
“We go out of our way to stay 
out of politics,” said Johnston, 
in 
explaining 
how 
the 
L egislative Budget 
Office, 
which is separate from the L S C , 
helps lawmakers deal with the 
billions of dollars which the 
state collects and spends each 
vear.

Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren have few er children, 
spend more time on the rolls 
and live more often in homes 


headed by women. 
Welfare families are also 
moving from bigger cities to 
sm aller ones, according to 
HEW’s biennial study conduct 
ed among 31,000 families in 
1975. 
Whites comprised 50 2 per 
cent of AFDC recipients, up 
from 46.9 per cent in 1973; 
blacks were down from 45.8 to 
44.3 
per 
cent; 
A m erican, 
Indians were unchanged at 1.1 
per cent, and other minorities 
and unknown down from 6.2 to 
4.3 per cent. AFDC is the 
government’s major welfare 
program, dwarfing all others in 
the number of recipients. 


AFDC spending totaled $8.6 
billion a year for 11.4 million 
persons when the study was 
conducted 
C urrent annual 
spending is estimated ai $10.3 
billion for 11.1 million in­ 
dividuals. 
The study also found that: 
— Absence of a father from 
the home was the basis for 
eligibility of 83 per cent of 
AFDC children, up from 80 per­ 
cent. 
Welfare families spend an 
average 31 months on the rolls 
as opposed to 24 months in 1973. 
— The percentage of welfare 
families headed by women has 
increased from 75.8 to HI About 
the same proportion of women 
were working both years 
The average number of 
children in an AFDC family is 
down from 2.6 to 2.4.

Varicose vein advice 


D EAR DR. LAMB - My 
physician notices the very 
pronounced varicose veins I 
have in one leg. He pays little 
attention to my current ail­ 
ment and lectures me that I 
should wear support stockings 
to protect this leg. I think he 
believes I am lying when I 
report that I have no pain, no 
tiredness, etc from this con­ 
dition. The leg does cramp 
after about a half hour of 
swimming in cool water. 
The condition gives me no 
problem I know of. It seems to 
me that if I start wearing sup­ 
port hosiery what strength is 
left in the veins would 
diminish. I would then need to 
wear hose all the time. I am 
not on my feet in a standing 
position much these days 
after giving up teaching I am 
quite active and walk a lot. Is 
my doctor correct in saying 
that the lack of support may 
result in a thrombosis? Would 
support hose help prevent 
clots? Should I ignore his ad­ 
vice? 
DEAR R E A D E R - Since 
you are a teacher I ’ll have to 
comment that the two things 
people pay for then try to 
avoid getting their money’s 
worth are education and the 
doctor’s advice. 
B ra ce s, 
supports 
and 
similar devices will cause 
muscles to be used less and 
become weaker. This princi­ 
ple doesn’t apply to varicose 
veins. They are caused 
by overstretching the elastic 
fibers in the walls of the veins. 
It is like overstretching a 
balloon too often until even­ 
tually it hangs like an enlarg­ 
ed sac, even when it is not in­ 
flated, and will not return to 
its original form. 
Support hose h elps prevent 
overstretching of your veins 
when you are standing. This 
helps p r e v e n t f u r t h e r 
stretching of an already 
overstretched vein.

Support hose helps prevent 
pooling of blood in an 
overstretched vein Stagnant 
pooled blood has a greater op­ 
portunity to clot The clot can 
then be released to flow with 
the blood to the lungs. Preven­ 
ting the pooling of blood in the 
veins also helps prevent swell­ 
ing of the feet and ankles in 
patients who have this com­ 
plication of varicose veins. 
The cramps in your leg 
from swimming in cool water 
are probably not related to 
your varicose veins. In the 
swimming position your legs 
are nearly horizontal with 
your body and there is no 
tendency for pooling in the 
veins. Also the pressure of the 
surrounding water has some 
of the same effects you get 
from the support hose or an 
elastic garment. It is one of 
the best exercises for people 
with varicose veins. 
Walking helps empty the 
deep veins inside the leg 
muscles. This may help empty 
some of the superficial veins 
in your leg if they are not too 
damaged already. 
Standing without any sup­ 
port is the worst thing you can 
do as it increases the pooling 
and stagnation and stretching 
The other no-no is sitting with 
the backs of the legs com­ 
pressed against the edge of 
the seat. The pressure on the 
veins may prevent proper 
emptying and may increase 
pooling of blood in the veins. 
Anyone who sits should get up 
and move around regularly. 
To give you a better un­ 
derstanding of varicose veins 
and what you should do about 
them I am sending you The 
Health Letter 5-8.
